Tiger Woods arrived 
without warning on a lazy 
Sunday afternoon at the 
Masters. 

He offered a playful 
jab when he greeted two 
reporters he had not seen 
in five months, acting 
as though nothing had 
changed. 

Woods has not been seen in public, except 
for a few chosen media, since his middle-of-the- 
night car accident Nov 27 that set off explosive 
revelations of a sordid life hardly anyone knew 
existed. 

He is to speak at 2 p.m. Monday (1 p.m. CDT) 
in a news conference of such interest that the 
club has limited seating to one reporter for each 
news outlet, with only a few exceptions. 

Most of the players have not seen him since he 
won the Australian Masters on Nov 15, or played 
in Shanghai the week before. Fellow player Jim 
Furyk had not seen him since they celebrated a 
Presidents Cup victory on Oct. 11 

“He’s probably here a little earlier than nor- 
mal,” said Furyk, who spoke with Woods for 
about five minutes on the practice green. “I’ve 
never seen him here on a Sunday Generally, it’s 
nice to have him back and I can’t wait until he’s 
out here and I don’t have to answer any more 
questions about him.” 


SUICIDE ATTACKERS KILL 42 IN LATEST SPIKE OF VIOLENCE 
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Suicide attackers detonated three car bombs in quick succession 
near foreign embassies in Baghdad on Sunday, killing 42 people in 
coordinated strikes that Iraqi officials said were intended to dis- 
rupt efforts to form a new government. 

The bombings followed the execution-style killings of 24 vil- 
lagers in a Sunni area two days earlier, a spike in violence that 
suggests insurgents are seizing on the political uncertainty af- 
ter the recent election to try to destabilize the country as U.S. 
troops prepare to leave. No clear winner emerged from the 
March 7 vote. 

Sunday’s explosions went off within minutes of each other, 
starting shortly after 11 a.m. One struck near the Iranian Em- 
bassy and two others hit an area that houses several diplomatic 
missions, including the Egyptian Consulate and the German and 
Spanish embassies. It was not immediately known whether diplo- 
matic staff were among the victims. 


DEADLY MONTH 

The civilian death toll in Iraq rose slightly in March compared to 
the previous month, a continuing sign of tension surrounding 
a parliamentary election that failed to produce a clear winner. 
Officials said 216 civilians died violent deaths in March com- 
pared to 211 in February and 135 in January. 



Authorities said they foiled two other attacks aimed at diplo- 
matic targets by stopping the would-be bombers’ vehicles and de- 
fusing the explosives. 

Stunned victims in bloody clothes were loaded into ambulances 
as gray smoke rose over Baghdad. 

There was no immediate claim of responsibility, although mul- 
tiple, coordinated bombings in the capital are a hallmark of al- 
Qaida in Iraq.

Holy Name shines 

Thousands turn out for Easter services at renovated church

For the first time in three years, thousands 
of parishioners on Sunday returned to 
Holy Name Cathedral to celebrate Easter 
service. 

The storied seat of the Roman Catho- 
lic Archdiocese of Chicago closed when a 
fire erupted in the attic last year. The blaze 
came after the 135-year-old cathedral had 
shuttered its doors for structural repairs. 

A chunk of decorative woodwork fell 
from the ceiling and damaged a pew in 
2008. And a year earlier, in 2007, the 
church underwent renovations that added 
a terrazzo floor, refinished the pews and 
installed new boilers. 

With the latest repairs complete and the 
last trace of scaffolding removed months 
ago, parishioners and visitors stood in a 
line that circled the downtown Chicago 
cathedral as they awaited holiday services

Maureen Chaiken and her family ar- 
rived for the 11 a.m. Mass an hour early to 
get their pick of pews for their first visit 
to Holy Name, the epicenter of Chicago’s 
large Catholic community. 

“We thought this would be something 
different,” said Chaiken of LaGrange. “It’s 
very poignant.” 

The Rev Dan Mayall said he’d never seen 
such a turnout in his eight years as pastor. 

“This church has come back from a 


long, hard time. But we have our parish- 
ioners here, we have people from all over 
Chicagoland, from all over the U.S., from 
all over the world,” Mayall said. 

The Gothic Revival cathedral holds 
about 1,100 people. Mayall estimated the 
crowd hit 1,500 during many of the six 
services held Easter Sunday The crowd 
spilled onto the church’s front steps during 
the 11 a.m. Mass. 

Parishioner Ophelia Casimiro squeezed 
into the back of the church to hear Cardi- 
nal Francis George’s Easter homily, a ser- 
mon that celebrates the Christian belief 
that Jesus rose from the dead three days 
after his crucifixion. 

Casimiro waited in line again after the 
Mass to shake George’s hand. 

“It is so special,” Casimiro said. “I live on 
the North Side, but I come to this church 
every Sunday”

Luis Rivera’s life is a delicate balancing 
act— studying at the University of Illinois 
at Chicago for up to 12 hours a day caring 
for his two young children and working as a 
research assistant at the school’s College of 
Medicine. 

Rivera, 33, will complete his bachelor of 
arts with a major in Latin American and La- 
tino studies, and is determined to succeed 
in medical school, which he starts this fall. 
But when he graduated high school nearly 
16 years ago, he, like many of his Hispanic 
male counterparts, sidelined a college expe- 
rience so he could work full time. 

“I just felt so uncomfortable— I figured, 
you know maybe the school thing just isn’t 
me,” Rivera said. 

Rivera’s initial decision to skip college 
is typical among Hispanic men. While un- 
dergraduate enrollment among Hispanic 
men and women has spiked in the past de- 
cade, women are by far outpacing their male 
counterparts, according to a recent study 
released by the American Council on Edu- 
cation. In the past decade, college enroll- 
ment among Hispanic women increased by 
70 percent, compared with 56 percent 
among Hispanic men, said Jacqueline King, 
the study’s author. 

The study, “Gender Equity in Higher 
Education: 2010,” was released in January by 
the council, a Washington, D.C.-based orga- 
nization that researches education issues. 

Several factors contribute to the disparity 
between Hispanic men and women attend- 
ing college, experts say In general, immi- 
grant children have a harder time in school 
than nonimmigrants, studies say. And men 
make up about two-thirds of young adult 
Hispanic immigrants.

Baja California quake 
shakes buildings in L.A. 


LOS ANGELES A strong earthquake struck in 
the Guadalupe Victoria area of Baja California, 
Mexico, on Sunday, shaking skyscrapers in San Diego 
and L.A. 

California Institute of Technology seismologists 
said the latest preliminary estimates place the mag- 
nitude at 7.2. 

The Los Angeles Fire Department said it was go- 
ing into “earthquake” mode, checking buildings and 
bridges for possible structural damage and checking 
reports of people stuck in elevators. Rides were tem- 
porarily closed at Disneyland in Anaheim. 


There were no reports of major infrastructure dam- 
age in L.A., but reports were still coming in from San 
Diego and Mexico. San Diego fire officials were re- 
sponding to at least one report of a damaged building. 

“LAFD has all resources on radio watch and check- 
ing their district to ensure safety for all citizens. Fire- 
fighters from your 106 neighborhood fire stations are 
providing a complete survey of 470 square miles in 
the greater Los Angeles area,” the department said in 
a statement. 

The temblor struck at 3:40 p.m. about 108 miles 
east of Tijuana.

On his time spent with the White Sox 


White Sox star Gordon Beckham adjusts to big-league 
life, prepares for first full season after rapid ascent

A year ago, with just 14 professional games under his belt, Gordon Beckham was 
the White Sox’s top prospect. 

Today, he is one of the faces of the franchise. And with that comes high expecta- 
tions. However, Beckham’s meteoric rise to stardom— requiring a mere 59 games 
in the minors— met with difficulties along the way His major-league career began 
with an o-for-13 debut for the White Sox in June, followed by a 2-for-i5 effort. 


‘Anytime you come up to the big leagues 
you want to do well,” Beckham, 23, said last 
week in a modest Southern drawl after the 
White Sox beat the A’s 2-0 in their final home 
spring training game. “I put high expecta- 
tions on myself anyways. It was frustrating; I 
was pressing a little bit. All the games were at 
home. It was just one of those things where I 
wanted to do well for myself and the fans and 
the team, and we were struggling. 

‘At the start of a career you don’t want that. 
It wasn’t the first time I’ve struggled, I prom- 
ise you that. To get out of that funk at the 
beginning was a huge confidence builder and 
made me the player I am today” 

And quite the player he is. After that brutal 
start, Beckham went on a tear, finishing the 
year hitting .270 with 14 homers and 63 RBIs. 
That earned him Sporting News’ rookie of 
the year honor. The offseason gave Beckham 
time to reflect on his first season in the big 
leagues. 

“It’s been a wild ride,” he said. “It seems like 
it’s been a wild year and a half for me. I finally 
got to where I wanted to be. It’s very excit- 
ing.” 

This season could prove even wilder for 
Beckham. Experts have their eye on him 
and expect him to be one of the league’s best 
young players. 

“Beckham is the guy to watch— he more

than held his own last 
year after only 59 games 
in the minor leagues,” 
si.com’s Joe Posnanski 
wrote. “If you are look- 
ing for breakout stars, 
he’s a pretty good candi- 
date.” 

Sporting News singled Beckham out in its 
preview of the AL Central. 

“Gordon Beckham’s rise will mirror that 
of the Rays’ Evan Longoria in terms of how 
quickly the league respects and fears him,” 
the magazine wrote. 

But Beckham wasn’t always on the fast 
track to baseball stardom. Football was Beck- 
ham’s first love as he grew up in Georgia. His 
dad played quarterback at South Carolina, 
and Beckham himself was a standout high 
school quarterback. 

“I always kind of liked football better,” he 
said. “I always played baseball but just focused 
on football. By the time I got to college I was 
only playing baseball. Just working on that 
day in and day out, it helped my game tremen- 
dously” 

While it may seem Beckham is a natural in 
the mold of Roy Hobbs, he says that’s not the 


“It took me a while in baseball to kind of 
figure it out,” Beckham said. “I don’t feel 



like I was that good until my junior year of 
college. I think that’s when I put it all to- 
gether and had a good season. I did some 
good things and put up some good numbers. 
Athletically I was always good, so that kind 
of helped me through at times. But once I 
went to college and really focused on base- 
ball, I kept getting better and better. I think 
that’s what really propelled me to where I am 
today” 

For the second time in a year, Beckham 
is switching positions. He was drafted as a

shortstop but played exclusively in the majors 
at third base. With the addition of Mark Tea- 
hen, he’s sliding across the diamond to second 
base. 

“I feel very comfortable at second base,” 
Beckham said. “I like second base and that’s 
the position I’m going to be at for hopefully 
a long time.” 

No matter where he plays, he’s become a 
fan favorite. 

“Chicago fans are the best,” Beckham 
said. “They know their sports. Playing a 


sport in Chicago, people know who you 
are. I’ve been getting noticed every once 
and a while around town. It’s weird, a little 
different than I’m used to. It’s part of the 
process.” 

While Beckham says he doesn’t care about 
individual accomplishments, he picked up 
two rookie of the year awards voted on by 
fellow players but finished fifth in the official 
baseball writers’ voting. 

“It would have meant a lot if I had won it,” 
Beckham said. “I try to act like it doesn’t now 


that I didn’t; it is what it is. I’m not disap- 
pointed. It just gives me more motivation.” 

A year from now, who knows how good 
Beckham will be. But if his career so far is 
any indication, he’ll probably have other 
awards to worry about.

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Don’t get the wrong 
idea, Casey Anderson 
does have friends 
who are human. But 
his best friend is a 
900 -pound grizzly 
bear named Brutus. 

As we learn in the 
premiere episode of 
Anderson’s “Expedi- 
tion Wild” series, the 
naturalist has raised 
Brutus since he was 
“the size of a coffee 
cup.” Brutus even 
served as Anderson’s 
best man when he 
married actress Missi 
Pyle. 

“When you rescue 
them at that age, you 
have to bottle feed 
them and do all those 
things,” Anderson 
told me last week. 

“When you do that 
you have a bond that 

forms and you can see in the show that that 
bond continues.” 

In the debut, called “Project Kodiak” and 
airing at 8 p.m. Monday on Nat Geo WILD, 
Anderson sets out to train Brutus how to 
how to hunt, fish or forage like wild bears. 

In order to learn what to teach Brutus, 
Anderson traveled to Alaska’s Kodiak Island 
in July to study and film the habits of the 
island’s 3,500 bears— considered the largest 
bears in the world. 

“It’s the ultimate bear trek,” Anderson 
said. “It was always a dream to go there.” 

For Anderson, who runs a bear sanctuary 
called Montana Grizzly Encounter outside 
Bozeman, the trip did more than fulfill a 


dream. It gave him a chance to show how 
bears and humans can peacefully coexist, 
a subject he’s passionate about. As he says 
in the episode: On Kodiak, humans and 
bears share the island’s chief food source— 
salmon. 

“There’s a triangle between bears, people 
and salmon,” he said. “People respect the 
bears and bears respect them too. To have 
that many people and bears interacting, most 
people would think there ’d be a lot more 
conflict.” 

Among other fascinating moments, An- 
derson gives viewers an up-close look at the

techniques wild bears use to catch fish. Tes, 
they do have several techniques, most of 
which Anderson could not duplicate. In one 
of the more stomach-churning moments, 
Anderson bites into a salmon that one bear 
has stripped of its skin and discarded. 

“I don’t know if you eat sushi, but that 
was some of the best salmon I’ve ever had,” 
Anderson said, laughing. “I was sitting there 
watching that bear chase, kill and then strip 
it right in front of me. It was pretty cool. 
Plus, like I said, it was very delicious.” 

Anderson’s enthusiasm and passion for 
bears comes through in nearly every scene of

the episode, espe- 
cially when he goes 
back home to Mon- 
tana to teach Brutus 
what he learned.

kind— build a giant 
waterfall so Brutus 
can stand in it and 
learn to catch salmon as if they are jumping 
upstream. It doesn’t go very well; the fish 
mostly bounce off Brutus’ head. 

“The only way I think I could ever get 
him to really, really try to go after one of 
those fish is if I was to put him in a survival 
situation where he basically had to catch fish 
or he wouldn’t get anything,” Anderson said. 
“That’s when it gets dangerous, when you 
start forcing and pushing and disrespecting 
him, so there’s that fine line.” 

“Project Kodiak” shows that mutual 
respect, but it also gives the impression that 
Brutus spends more time with Anderson 
than he does with other bears. That’s not 
true, Anderson says, Brutus does have bear 
buddies. 

‘About 90 percent of Brutus’ life he’s just 
being a bear with the other bears and digging 
and knocking trees down and swimming in 
the pond,” Anderson said. “So he lives very 
much a bear life.”
